7.—The greatest 
sensation in the second trial of Roland 
B. Molineux, charged with the murder 
of Mrs. Adams, cam e late yesterday 
when Mrs. H annah Stephenson, the 
wife of a Brooklyn policeman, was 
called to the stand by the defense and 
testified positively th at Molineux va.* 
not the m an who mailed the now fa 
tnoua poison package at the general 
postoffice on th e evening of Dec. 23, 
1898. 
Then tho w itness partly iden 
tilled H arry Cornish, wb© was usked 
to stand up in court, as the man whom 
she saw standing in front of ber in 
the line at the postoffice and holding 
in his hand a package addressed to 
"Mr. H arry Cornish, K nickerbocker.’ 
T hat was ail she saw. 
H er identifies 
Hon of Cornish was not positive. 
She 
said he looked very much like the 
man, but hesitated before replying af* 
A m ativ ely when asked if she did not 
think be was the man. 
T he witness' 
accounts of her m ovem ents on the 
evening of Dec. 23 and her reasons for 
not appearing at the first trial were 
given in detail. 
The prosecution on cross-ex&mina 
tion brought out the fact th at Mrs 
Stephenson had suffered from attacks 
of nervous prostration within the last 
two y» ars and had carefully read the 
details of th e form er trial. 
The ques 
tions of the assistant attorney tended 
to show that an effort would be made 
to prove insanity or delusion uuder 
hysteria, 
it is also probable that an 
effort rd ll be mad* to prove an alibi 
for Cornish. 
The witness, under questions by the 
prose; ut ion. said 
there 
were 
three 
stam ps on the package, a n i when 
shown the w rapper with five stam ps 
on it in two rows, 
said she might 
have overlooked the lower row. 
Mrs. 
Stephenson was on the stand when 
court adjourned for the (lay 
O ther w itnesses were handw riting 
experts who a1! testified th a t Molineux 
did not write the address on the poison 
package. 
A clerk in a drugstore te s­ 
tified that he had sold brom oseltxer 
to Cornish; also to Mrs. Rogers. 
Miss 
Miller, the clerk in the store where 
the bottleholder was purchased, testi­ 
fied that she sold the holder late in 
the evening 
H er evidence was c o r 
roborAted by a man who wan in the 
s ’ore at the time. 
The prosecution 
has held th at the bolder was purchas­ 
ed early in the afternoon. 
Miss Miller 
positively swore th at the man who 
bought the holder was not Molineux. 
Mrs. Anna C. Stephenson of Brook­ 
lyn. th e • agerly-aw sited witness who 
says she saw th e poison package m ail­ 
ed by a man not Modneux, was called 
late in the afternoon 
Men and wo­ 
men stood on the seats to see her, but 
order 
was quickly restored In the 
courtroom. 
Replying to a question as to w hat 
she did Friday, Dec. 23, 1S98, Mrs. 
Stephenson said she went to the main 
po* to AB e In New York to mail a pack­ 
age and got in line with oth er per­ 
sons. 
A man in front of her with a 
package aroused her curiosity because 
he seemed very nervous, and she saw 
the nam e "C ornish” and the words 
“Knickerbocker Club" on th e package 
She said the m an left the postoffice 
and she did not know w here he went 
after that. 
The poison package w rap­ 
per was shown to the witness, and she 
said the address looked like the one 
she saw- in the postoffice. 
Mrs. Steph­ 
enson said she attended the coroner's 
Inquest and saw Moilnoux 
She was 
sure he was not the man and told her 
husband she ought to m ake known 
her knowledge. 
He persuaded her 
th at there was no occasion for her to 
mix up in the m atter. 
W hen the trial was on she went to 
offer her testimony, but was shut off 
by the decision of the lawyers to offer 
no defense. 
Then after Molineux's 
conviction she sent word of the evi­ 
dence she had to give to General Mol­ 
ineux. 
“Is th at the man you saw with th e 
pa< lingo In the postoffice?" asked Gov­ 
ernor Black as Molineux stood up. 
"It Is not,” said Mrs. Stephenson, 
with added emphasis. 
"Do you think you could recognize 
the man who mailed the package?” 
asked Mr. O sborne 
In opening his 
cross-examination. 
“I think I can.” 
“ Do you say Cornish is th at m an ?” 
"I say he looks like him.” 
Cornish stood up at the invitation 
of the assistant district attorney, and 
he and th e w itness regarded each 
other steadily. 
"Is th a t the m a n ? ' Mr. Osborne 
asked. 
"It looks very much Hue him ,” Mrs. 
Stephenson replied. 
“But Is it?” 
“To the best of my recollection, It 
is.” 
Mrs. Stephenson said it w as at the 
first trial th at she first recognized 
Cornish as the man who mailed the

Boston’s “ Jack the Slugger” 
Case Has Some New De­ 
velopments. 


HELD 
WITHOUT 
BAIL 


On the Strength of Later Evidence 
Mason, the Millionaire clubm an Is 
Held to Augurer to Murder. 


Watches of T wo o f the Victims Had 
Been Offered In Pawn By Man 
Looking: Like Him. 


Boston, Nov. 7.— Late developments 
in th e rase of Alan G. Mason, who is 
under arrest charged with the murder 
of Miss C lara Morton, a laundress at 
the McLean asylum in Waverly, last 
Saturday night, have been of a sta rt­ 
ling nature. 
It w as announced yes 
terday th at th e w atch of the victim 
had been found In a Cambridge street 
pawnshop, w here it had been pawned 
for $4 by a colored man, and this dis 
covery 
at 
once 
led 
to 
a fruitless 
search of the city for this m an by 
the entire police force. 
But later de­ 
velopm ents were far more sensational 
W hen the paw n brok er’s m em ory had 
been jogged a little and he had had 
time to think over th e m atter, he re 
membered th a t th e watch had been 
brought to his office on last Saturday 
night between the hours of ll and 
11:30 by a w hite man and offered In 
pawn 
Owing to th e fact that it was 
after business hours, be refused to 
receive it, and after expressing disap­ 
pointment the m an departed, taking 
the watch with him. 
On Monday m orning the sam© watch 
was brought in by a colored man, 
from whom the paw nbroker bought it. 
A burly colored m an, evidently a com­ 
panion of th e other, had been waiting 
outside the shop while th e trade was 
bf ing made, and as soon a* it w a 3 
completed he entered and took the 
money which the proprietor had pass­ 
ed over. 
Both men then departed. 
Continuing their investigations, the 
officers made another startling discov­ 
ery which will have an im portant b ear­ 
ing on the case, to the effect th a t th© 
watch of Miss Agr.eg McPhee of Som­ 
erville, another "Jack th e Slugger” 
victim, had been pawned at the same 
Cambridge street shop on Oct. 3. the 
day afker her m urder, by a white man, 
whose description tallied exactly with 
th at of the man who brought tho Mor­ 
ton watch to the paw nbroker’s last 
Saturday night. 
The description of 
this man Is said by the police to tally 
in a striking extent with th at of the 
suspect Mason, and the paw nbroker 
will be given a chance to identify him 
lf possible, as hie visitor. 
Th© unexpected developm ents have 
been most unfavorable to the prison­ 
er. although his friends still say that 
he can fully establish an alibi. Search 
for th e mysterious colored man is be­ 
ing carried on as vigorously as ever 
and a? sections of the city are being 
closely w atched by th e police. 
Two days ago th e state police a r­ 
rested A. G. Mason, a w ealthy business 
man and club m em ber of Boston, on 
the suspicion that he killed Miss Mor­ 
ton. 
After a day’s investigation the 
authorities were convinced th at Ma­ 
son could establish an alibi, and they 
announced that he would be released, 
but during the succeeding night wit­ 
nesses 
were found 
who 
positively 
identified Mason as one whom they 
had seen in Waverly, w here the m ur­ 
der was comm itted on S aturday night. 
On the stri -'cth of the evidence yes­ 
terday a w arrant r barging Mason with 
m urder was Issued and he was held 
without bail until Tuesday. 


Uncle Sam I ii a Y ie ld in g Mood To­ 
w a rd ( ii bairn. 
W ashington, 
Nov. 7.—C ontrary to 
the common understanding here, it 
appears that the draft of the Cuban 
reciprocity treaty has not yet left H av­ 
ana on its return to W ashington, hut 
instead is now reposing in a pigeon­ 
hole In the desk of President Palma. 
The m isunderstanding as to th© w here 
abouts of the treaty arose from a state 
ment to the departm ent from Min' tet 
8quiers at H avan a to the effect that 
he expected 
the treaty to be dis­ 
patched to W ashington the day fol­ 
lowing the tending of his message. 
However, it did not sta rt then, not 
has it ycL 
Cuban habits of procras 
tlnation rath er than any disposition 
actually to refrain from entering into 
treaty relations with the United States 
are supposed to be the reason for the 
delay. 
In view of the fact th at the treaty 
has not yet come here nor has Mr 
Squiers had a look at it, it follows 
th at the United States governm ent la 
officially ignorant of the nature of the 
changes th at the Cubans desire to 
make in the convention. 
Of course 
generally these are known to be con­ 
nected with th e increase of the rebate 
to be allowed on Cuban sugar and 
tobacco entering th e United States, 
and these are indications th at the ad­ 
ministration may be willing to yield 
slightly on this point if no unreasona­ 
ble delay is exhibited In the negotia­ 
tions on the p art of th© Cubans.
